"The members of this chamber 
are leaders in 
finance, commerce 
and 
industry. 
Therefore, 
more 
than any other group, you are in­ 
terested in news," Mr. Wiley said. 
"If you could not obtain your news­ 
paper with its Information of the 
market, of the acts of governments 
and international conferences, you 
would hesitate 
to make decisions 
affecting your businesses. The be­ 
ginnings of newspapers can be traced 
back to those great merchants of 
Augsburg of the Middle Ages—the 
Fuggers. They recognized 
clearly 
that news is a vital need of shrewd­ 
ly managed commerce and trade, 
and began the dissemination of in­ 
ternational news in the Fugger let­ 
ters. 
"Today the business of gathering 
complete and accurate news is or­ 
ganized on a scale comparable with 
other world-wide 
activities which 
challenge 
our imagination. 
You 
can be assured that no important 
event can happen In any civilized 
country of the globe which will not 
be reported in the newspaper for 
which you pay two cents. No Fug­ 
ger 
family or 
great corporation 
could afford to maintain for its 
own use such an international news 
newokr as that of the Associated 
Press and the special foreign and 
domestic correspondents of a great 
New York newspaper—newsgather- 
ing activities which cost millions 
each year. 
"Your newspaper is a form of in­ 
surance in the management of your 
business. Suppose 
for 
a 
minute 
that the crises of the past twelve­ 
month had come upon us and there 
had been no' newspapers for dis­ 
semination of the printed record 
of government action, 
proclama­ 
tion, 
regulation 
and 
laws. 
We 
should have 
been In 
chaos. Trtio 
feeling of confidence and courage 


which we happily have today—and 
justifiably so, I believe—wrould not 
be abroad in the land. So, if the 
newspapers sometimes seem to you 
to spread bad news, remember that 
the news they bring also is the 
foundation stone of confidence. 
"The newspaper is the true solv­ 
ent of all classes in a democracy. 
It is the one article sure to go into 
every home of the wealthy, which 
the workingman regards as an in­ 
dispensable daily habit, and which 
even the vagrant on the bench in 
the park picks up. Information in 
the daily newspaper is carried to 
every group of our population. The 
newspaper welds the community as 
does no other social agency. 
“The information your newspa­ 
per brings today is more interest­ 
ing, more fateful then ever before 
in peachetlme. We have been go­ 
ing through grave trials. It is not 
pleasant to think what an irre­ 
sponsible ot; a venal press might 
have caused in the years. Every 
one of my listeners may not sub­ 
scribe to the statement that the 
press of the United States is a 
blessing. I wrould not assert that 
the newspapers of our country are 
without fault, that they cannot be 
improved or that some of them do 
not emphasize the trivial and tile 
lurid news Instead of making a real 
contribution to the community. It 
Is ungracious to assume to thank 
God that we are not as others are. 
The freedom of the press, however, 
was one of the fundamentals in the 
minds of the fathers of our coun­ 
try. The newspapers of this coun­ 
try are not subservient to sinister 
or 
selfish 
private 
interests. 
In 
many 
countries 
of 
Europe 
the 
newspapers are a national liability 
instead of an 
asset, irresponsible, 
fomenting trouble, a constant in­ 
citement to war and discord. The 
newspapers of the United 
States 
forunately make their mistakes on 
the side of an appeal to the inter­ 
est of the many instead of to the 
interest of a few. 
"The loose talk of a dictator in 
Washington reminds us how differ­ 
ent our 
situation is 
today from 
that of an actual dictatorship. If 
thCre were an absolute dictator in 
the White House, the newspapers 
of our country would all be regi­ 
mented. None would dare to op­ 
pose what 
the 
administration is 


doing. 
It would be a crime to ques­ 
tion any of the acts of the admin­ 
istration just as it is a crime In 
Berlin and Moscow today to chal­ 
lenge the policies of 
Hitler 
and 
Stalin. Only a few weeks ag® the 
greatest publishing house In Ger­ 
many was taken from its owners 
and the outstanding liberal news­ 
paper was turned overnight into a 
subservient 
administration 
organ 
We are far away from the likeli­ 
hood of any such outrage."

Forest fires in Pennsylvania dur- I 
ing the period January* I to June I, 
commonly known as the spring fire 
Sesser, cast tne commonwealth less 
to extinguish, burned less acreage, 
and did less damage than during 
any .similar period in the past de­ 
cade, George H. Wirt, chief of the 
bureau of forest protection in the 
department of forests and waters 
reported. 
Almost 1.000 fires burned in the 
state this spring, which is only half 
the average number of fires for a 
spring fire season during the past 
ten years. The acreage burned over 
this spring is considerably below 
one-half of the best record hereto­ 
fore. 
Tile cost to the common­ 
wealth of extinguishing these fires 
is expected to amount to about $20,- 
000, which is the lowest cost since 
1919. 
Private Land Burned 
Practically all of the fires burned 
on privately owned land. 
Only 32 
conflagrations occurred in the state 
forests and these burned an rea of 
about 75 acres. The largest fire re­ 
ported to date on either state or 
private land does not exceed 500 
acres. 
# 
According to state forestry offi­ 
cials the mast important factor in 
bringing about this excellent forest 
fire record was the very favorable 
weather conditions, aided by an in­ 
tensive campaign of training of'fire 
wardens and fire 
fighting crews, 
carried on throughout 
the state 
during the past winter. 
The fire 


control organization as a whole was 
better prepared, trained, and equip- 
| ped to combat, woods blazes than in 
j any previous year. 
Instructions is­ 
sued early In the season to forest- 
I era and forest fire wardens that only
